When Mr. Cottam learned the war­ 
rant had been issued he resigned as 
pastor of the Dearborn church.

declared he had received threatening 
letters from persons of a different re­ 
ligious belief . He said they objected 
to sermons he had delivered which 
dealt with the religion they professed. 
Mr. Cottam. when arraigned before 
a justice, did not enter a plea, but 
asked for an examination.

was fixed as the date for his hearing 
and he was released on $2,500 bail, 
which was furnished by two friends.

cent penalty for failure lo 'make a 
return each year. 
The aggregate sum that Rockefel­ 
ler could be taxed on then would Inc 
3 billion dollars. The 900 million dol­ 
lars w’ould be multiplied by the tax 
rate for each year and the penally 
added, so that the total tax which 
might be assessed against Rockefeller 
would be nearly 35 million dollars. 
The taxers are handicapped because 
the adding machine they have adds 
only live columns of figures.

In one county in Iowa It wax noted 
that where treatment was adminis­ 
tered one or two days after the hogs 
first l*ecair.o sick that OO per centv of 
the hogg were saved.

administered. only about 80 to 85 per 
cent were saved.

Brooklyn, delivered an ad­ 
dress .on October 12 last, at a Beech­ 
er memorial service, in which be 
stated: 
“ Mr. Beecher was the most

in 


borg are surrounded 
It is a matter 
of heredity. 
Instead of our condition 
being one of evolution from a lower 
to a higher plane, it is a condition 
of devolution from a higher to a low­ 
er plane. 


The reaction from

change of nature— from earthly con­ 
dition to Heavenly, from weakness to

The Right in Mr. Beecher’s Theory. 


But Mr. Beecher’s view, also, con­ 
tains Bible truth. 
Alhough the king­ 
doms of this world have not yet be­

and that the kingdoms of this world 
are to become the Kingdom of our 
I .Ord and of His C hrist/” 
Dr. Abbott has stated very suecint- 
ly the two views of religion which 
generally prevail today, and which 
were ably represented by Mr. Beecher 
and Mr. Moody. W hile the difference 
between these two views is a wide 
one, and seemingly the one contra­ 
dicts the other, nevertheless this is 
not so. 
Both views contain an ele­ 
ment of Truth. 
Both 
views 
have 
Scriptural support. - The right under­ 
standing of the Bible lies in seeing 
bow both of these views are parts of 
a general whole. 
Whoever can get a 
glimpse of Ilia general whole thereby 
gradually increases both his confi­ 
dence in the Bible and his own faith 
and hope toward God. 
Whoever falls 
to get that comprehensive view re­ 
gains weak in faith and uncertain in 
his theology. 
He continually recog­ 
nizes a lack and continually finds a 
conflict between his heart and his 
head, between his view of the Bible 
teaching and his reason. 


The End of the Discord.
